AZALEAS 


For massed display of brilliant color the azalea is unexcelled by any other 
shrub. Azaleas are easy to grow if you are careful to select varieties hardy 
for your climate and if you plant them in acid soil. 


Our map on the reverse side is designed to aid you in selecting the best 
varieties for your location. Soil in most of the East and Southeast is already 
acid but if your local soil happens to contain too much lime this can be easily 
counteracted by the use of an acid fertilizer. 


The Azaleas offered this fall are plants left over from last 
spring. They have been kept cut back, so they are unusually 
heavily branched and exceptionally well rooted. The Giant 
Azaleas for the most part will be 8” to 10” high, whereas 
Dwarf Azaleas are about 6” tall. Plants will have a few scat- 
tered blooms next spring but will not bloom heavily until 
the spring of 1957.

GARDENIAS 


We offer nicely branched 18” to 24” Gardenias for 85¢ each or 10 for 
$2.50. These plants are of the so-called “ever blooming type”. However, they 
usually bloom heavily only in spring and fall. We recommend them for Zones 
I, II and parts of III only. 


CAMELLIA SASANQUAS 


As camellias go, this specie is very hardy. Reports as to just how hardy 
aie ee but it is our opinion that they may be grown in Zones I, II 
an : 


Sasanquas are not suitable for corsage work or cutting. They are hardier 
and freer blooming than the Camellia Japonicas and we recommend them for 
landscape use. 


Sasanquas make an excellent informal hedge. They may be cut back in 
the spring but they should not be kept clipped since this will interfere with 
their bloom. For use as a hedge in Zone 1 and II we recommend Cleopatra 
or Snow on the Mountain since they are the most compact. In Zone III Rosea 
would be preferable since it is somewhat hardier. These are bed grown Sasan- 
quas which were about 3 feet tall, but which were cut back to about 18”. The 
have branched nicely and are now over 18”. |

CAMELLIA JAPONICAS 


Where they can be grown, the Camellia Japonica is generally considerd 
the most desirable specie of camellia. The blooms are very satisfactory for 
cutting and corsages. 


All the Camellia Japonicas listed below are 12” to 18” tall. We have found. 
from experience that this size transplants best and in the long run is your best 
buy. 


ALBA: PLENA: 


Full double formal flat white. Very beautiful but not very hardy. 


BRILLIANT: Red - Same form as pink perfection but slightly larger 

HERME: Bell shaped semi-double pink and white variegated, very unusual and 
exceedingly beautiful but rather difficult to grow. 

MATHOTIANA: (Purple Dawn): Our most popular saad very large pink bloom 
shading to purple at the edges. Opens with a rose bud center during 
most of the season but late in the year sometimes show stamens.

VARIEGATED: Same as above but bloom splashed with white.
